"The second factor is compensation for staff 
members.

Tha chronology of the events surrounding the 
abolition of football has prompted some questions 
about the actual effect of these communication*. 

The last football cams of this season was 
played Nov. 24. On Jan. 4, President EUlott 
notified the Student Council that he was consider- 
ing a recommendation to the Board of Trustees 
that they abolish football. He claimed, at the 
time, that be was still weighing other alterna- 
tive* to the situation. Tbs Board, at their meet- 
ing of Jan. 21, announced that football would no 
longer be a varsity sport at GW. 

However, Trustee James C. Van story had 
leaksd the decision to the Washington area press 
on Dec. 20. At that time Chairman E. K. lforrls 
claimed that football’s status had not corns before 
the Board. Christmas vacation attended from 
Dec. 17 to Jan. 2. Classes aided Jan. 11 — 
only 9 days later. 

Dr. Elliott’s ostensible purpose In presenting 
his ease to the Council was to learn student 
feeling on the topic. His performance at that 
meeting was not a consultation; It was a sales 
talk. His real purpose apparently was to obtain 
student rubber-stamp approval of a decision which 
h* had mad* beforehand. 

^ We question not the outcome of this particular 
Issue, but Dr. Elliott’s modus oparandl. 

It Is difficult to Imagine that one with his 
educational and admlnlstrhtlv* background would 
have any realistic hop* of ascertaining student 
opinion — by referendum or by other mean* — 
during the most trylag part of the semester, the 


tlon was mad* to students until Jan. 4, Is absurd. 
Dr. Elliott himself noted that hs bad told the 
Board of Tr ust ee * In October that he would pro- 
pose, In January, a “drastic change la the foot- 
ball program.’’ (See Hatchet of Jaa. 2, page 1.) 

W* are left with the conclusion that Dr. 
Elliott knowingly and purposefully skirted any 
possibility of affective opposition by students. 

Our valued “lines of com muni cati o n’* seem to 
have bean of no Import. Allowing the council 
to endorse hastily Dr. Elliott’s Idea Is NOT a 
serious consultation In which the representa- 
tive* could consult their constituents and present 
a real consensus of student opinion. 

We urge that, In ths future, students will have 
a sufficient chance to express their view and 
that the administration will grant at least a fair 
consideration. This la how the coveted “Unas 
of communication” should function. On the foot- 
ball Issue, they were not allowed to do so. 

Our major concern Is the apparent lack of 
trust with which Dr. EUlott approached student 
opinion on the football Issue. By not Informing 
them of his feelings until It was too late to act 
effectively, he has Indicated that he did not trust 
the student body either to reach an Independent 
conclusion on the matter, or to endorse his pro- 
posal In a significant way. 

We view with fear the possibility that this 
apparent lack of trust may exclude student opin- 
ion In other, and even more Important, areas of 
concern. The student body must be trusted by 
the administration If the administration wants the 
trust of tha student body.

Dean Klrkbrlde said she does
